On his return to this country Anthony 
was accorded receptions everywhere. He 
received many invitations from cities to 
be their guest. For months he traveled 
over the country, being accorded the hon- 
of a hero.

He Says That British Prisoners Are 


Shown Every Attention.

Paris, November 24.—In the chamber of 
deputies today, during the discussion of 
the foreign estimates, Count Montaigu, 
conservative, asked for explanations as 
to the incident of a British cruiser stop- 
ping and boarding a French steamer, the 
Cordoba, in Delagoa bay. M. Del Casse, 
the minister of foreign affairs, replied 
that it was not an isolated case.

Our Limited Revenue. 

The remarks of Chancellor Walter B. 
Hill, before the legisiature of Georgia, 
draw attention to the state’s limited 
revenue. 

The showing made by the eloquent 
chan¢ellor as to insufficiency of the 
support given to the state university is 
convincing in its force and appalling 
in its significance. While the people 
of other states are wideawake to the 
necessity of education in all of its 
phases, a singular paralysis seems to 
have come over the state of Georgia, 
which is so sadly deficient, and 
which, unless it makes ae rad- 
ical change, will. lose its place 
in the list of progressive com- 
munities. Our children must be ed- 
ucated; our captains of professiona) 
‘and industrial development must be 
developed—both ideas entering into 
one perfect whole. Surely there must 
be some reason for this backwardness, 
because our people are as anxious for 
development as can be any other. 

The plea is made that our revenues 
are limited to the poverty point; that 
State taxation is as Neavy as it is pos- 
sible to make it, and that when we 
reach the point where we take the 
bread out of the mouths of the people 
we have no right to tax them further. 
The other day, when the state legisla- 
ture was called upon to limit taxation 
to a certain rate, objection was made 
by Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, that even 
the very high rate named left no mar- 
gin now, and that an attempt to limit 
the rate would prevent necessarily en- 
larged expenditures. This suggested 
a lamentable state of affairs for which 
some remedy should be found.

That the bill will be made 
the special order of some day in the | 
early part of next week seems to be the 
general impression of those who are | 
keeping up with the measure, | 
It may be that the bill will not be sent 
up from the committee until Tuesday 
morning, and if that be the case, then | 
jt is highly probable that the discussion | 
will occur the following day, with | 
the final vote on Thursday. 

Both sides are confident of winning 
and yet everything is being conducted | 
in a quiet and unostentatious manner, 
The lines are beginning to be tightly 
drawn and tne forces are drawing closer 
for the impending fray. 

That the fight will be an opén one and 
fierce. is generally conceded by prominent 
members of both sides, who are of the 
opinion that when the last card has been 
played and the result announced, both the 
friends of the bill and the opponents, | 
will have the satisfaction of knowing | 
that they contended strongly for their 
convictions. 

Leaders in the Fight. 

It is generally admitted that while no 
organization of forces has been perféct- | 
ed that Senator Wight, of the tenth 
district, will be the leader of the oppo- 
sition, and that Senator McGehee, of the 
twenty-fifth district, will lead those fa- 
voring the passage of the measure.
